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KKK  AND  EAA

"Is  Elmer  around?" 

That's  one  of  the  most-often  asked  questions 
one  hears  when  operating  the  Amateur  Radio 
station  at  the  annual  Experimental  Aircraft 
Association  Convention  and  Fly-In  at  Wittman 
Field  in  Oshkosh. 

Elmer  is  Elmer  Ericksen,  W9KKK,  75,  of  Omro, 
near  Oshkosh.  W9KKK  and  the  EAA  are  almost 
synonimous.  His  call  is  used  every  year  (with  a 
few  years'  exceptions)  at  the  station  on  the  EAA 
grounds,  and  it  seems  as  though  almost  everyone 
who  calls  the  EAA  station  on  2  meters  or  on  HF 
knows  Elmer.  If  they  don't,  they  soon  do. 

Elmer  holds  a  General  class  Amateur  Radio 
license,  and  was  first  licensed  in  1953.  He  also  is 
a  member  of  the  EAA,  having  joined  in  1953,  and 
is  a  past  Vice-President  of  EAA  Chapter  252.  A 
licensed  pilot,  he  enjoys  flying  in  Cessna  aircraft. 

W9KKK  first  appeared  on  the  Ham  Radio  bands 
from  E  A  A/Oshkosh  in  1972,  and  he's  been  at  it 
for  12  years.  With  an  average  of  300  to  500 
Amateurs  signing  the  register  at  the  station  every 
year,  he  says  he  had  no  idea  that  the  event  would 
grow  as  it  has.,  and  anyone  who  has  been  there 
knows  it  is  BIG! 

One  signer  of  the  register  a  few  years  ago 
was  Barry  Goldwater,  K7UGA,  who  caused  minor 
havoc  when  he  checked  into  Midcars  from  EAA. 

I  asked  him  if  anyone  or  any  organization 
should  be  credited  for  their  help  with  W9KKK/9, 
and  he  responded  with  The  Oshkosh  Amateur 
Radio  Club  and  the  SOLAR  Association  (operators 
of  the  147.945  repeater  in  Oshkosh.) 


His  pride  in  the  Amateur  station  and  in  the 
EAA  Convention's  success  is  evident,  when  one 
talks  with  him,  either  on  the  air  or  in  person.  His 
dedication  to  both  is  obvious.

THE  ARRL  NOVICE  PRIVILEGE 

EXPANSION  PROPOSAL  -  RADICAL 
CHANGE  -  OR  COMMON  SENSE? 

(Editorial  comment  from  Jim  Romelfanger 
K9ZZ) 

Our  ARRL's  Executive  Committee  has 
proposed  some  sweeping  changes  in  the 
privileges  currently  permitted  Novice  Class 
Amateurs. 

Causing  some  controversy  is  allowing 
Novices  voice  privileges  on  ten  meters.  I'm 
not  going  to  address  that  issue  here;  the 
most  significant  part  of  the  proposal,  as  1 
see  it,  is  granting  Novices  voice  and  digital 
privileges  on  our  (at  the  moment)  220  -  225 
MHz  band. 

The  average  age  of  the  Radio  Amateur 
in  the  United  States  is  going  up. 

Youngsters  are  just  not  getting  into  this 


hobby,  and  this  trend  must  be  reversed! 

I'm  sure  one  reason  is  the  same  reason 
we  find  older  Hams  perhaps  on  the  air  less  - 
involvement  with  computers.  With  the 
current  and  increasing  popularity  of  Packet 
Radio,  the  marriage  of  computers  and 
Amateur  Radio  has  been  neatly 
accomplished! 

Part  of  the  ARRL  proposal  regarding 
the  220  MHz  band  includes  not  only  voice 
privileges,  but  digital  as  well  -  and  that 
includes  Packet  Radio. 

If  this  proposal  is  adopted  by  the 
League's  Board  of  Directors,  presented  to 
the  FCC,  and  becomes  law,  this  hobby  will 
look  much  more  attractive  to  a  kid.  The 
voice  privileges  won’t  hurt,  either. 

Novices  would  nut  allowed  to  license 
repeaters  on  220,  but,  obviously  could  use 
them. 

Our  bands  are  in  a  constant  state  of 
"use  it  or  lose  it."  220  is  probably  the  most 
precarious  band  of  all,  with  attacks  on  it 
coming  from  many  interests  and  many 
directions.  I  feel  confident  that  this 
proposal,  if  adopted  by  the  FCC,  will 
populate  220  fairly  rapidly.  Face  it,  gang,  if 
something  is  not  done  to  occupy  that  band, 
and  if  it  isn't  done  soon,  it  will  not  be  ours 
much  longer. 

Traditionalists  and  purists  in  our  ranks 
may  put  up  a  great  deal  of  protest  about 
"giving  so  much  to  beginners." 

If  we  do  not,  however,  we  stand  to  lose 
tv/o  things:  (1)  Young  people  entering  the 
hobby,  and  the  consequent  aging  of  our 
ranks,  and  (2)  the  220  -  225  MHz  band 
itself. 

I  fully  support  the  League  in  this 
portion  of  the  expanded  Novice  privilege 
proposal,  and  1  urge  the  League's  Board  of 
Directors  to  give  it  favorable  consideration 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  done.  After  that,  1 
urge  the  FCC  to  act  on  the  matter  as 
quickly  as  their  legal  protocol  allows. 

Assuming  it  gets  to  the  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rule  Making  stage,  and  that  the 
FCC  invites  public  comments,  1  encourage 
you  to  file  your  comments  in  favor. 

No  other  proposal  by  the  ARRL  has,  in 
recent  memory,  offered  so  much  potential 
good  for  Amateur  Radio,  and  1  commend  the 
League’s  Executive  Committee  for  its 
foresight,  including  my  counterpart  call  sign 
holder  at  Headquarters,  Dave  Sumner,  K1ZZ. 

Radical  change?  That's  subjective,  but  I 
don't  think  it  is.  Common  sense?  You  bet  it 
is!  Let  us  know  what  you  think!  -k9zz.

ANOTHER  ASSAULT  ON  220  GETS  UNDERWAY 
(From  the  ARRL  Letter,  June  20,  1985) 

LA0AD  Radio  and  Microwave 
Communications  Consultants  have  filed  a 
detailed  petition  with  the  FCC  request¬ 
ing  the  reallocation  of  216  to  220  MHz 
to  narrowband  systems  in  the  Private 
Land  Mobile  Radio  Services  (PLMR3)  on  a 
co-equal  shared  basis  with  the  Inland 
Waterways  Communications  Service 
( IWCS5 . 

(LA0AD  was  the  Norwegian  call  sign 
of  the  president  of  the  firm.) 

In  addition  to  the  proposal  for 
216-220,  the  Petition  asks  the  Commis¬ 
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sion  to  move  one  of  thr  present  occu¬ 
pants  of  the  216-220  MHz  band,  now 
operating  under  a  developmental  licen¬ 
se,  a  digital  telemetry  system  known  as 
"OPSEIS" ,  into  the  segment  220-222  MHz. 

LAGAD  claims  that  this  could  be 
done  on  a  shared  basis,  since  OPSEIS  is 
used  by  geophysical  exploration  parties 
in  searching  for  hydrocarbon  deposits 
beneath  the  Earth's  surface,  often  in 
remote  areas  of  the  country. 

OPSEIS  is  a  350  KHz  wide  telemetry 
system  -  LA0AD  proposes  to  move  the 
system  to  220-222  MHz  and  require  the 
users  to  give  the  ARRL  60  days  notice 
before  using  the  system,  and  to  coordi¬ 
nate  the  geographical  location  of  its 
use  with  the  ARRL. 

LA0AD  states  that  suitable  Land 
Mobile  radio  voice  channels  are  in¬ 
creasingly  difficult  to  obtain,  and 
acceptable  channels  for  telemetry  and 
low  speed  data  communi cat i ons  are  vir¬ 
tually  impossible  to  license  in  heavily 
populated  areas. 

The  company's  plan  for  216-220  MHz' 
includes-  a  detailed  listing  of  proposed 
frequency  assignments  with  a  mixture  of 
2.5,  5  and  25  KHz  wide  channels  (the  25 
KHz  channels  are  only  for  Watercom  in 
the  IWCS). 

ARRL  filed  comments  in  this  pro¬ 
ceeding,  stating  that  it  would  seem 
that  the  OPSEIS  system  would  be  better 
suited  to  sharing  with  a  service  that 
uses  fixed-frequency  assignments. 

The  League  suggested  that  serious 
consi der at i on  be  given  to  the  sharing 
of  two  or  more  high  band  (174-216  MHz) 
television  channels  with  this  system. 

"The  locations  of  television 
transmitters  are  fixed  and  widely 
known,  and  the  distances  to  protected 
contours  are  readily  calculable.  As  no 
two  adjacent  channels  are  in  use  in  the 
same  service  area,  the  350-KHz  band¬ 
width,  low-power  r eqi remen ts  of  OPSEIS 
would  be  readily  adartabl e  to  operation 
on  an  unused  television  channel  without 
affecting  other  spectrum  occupants." 

The  ARRL  stated  that  the  League 
supports  the  use  of  spectrum  efficient 
technology  in  the  Land  Mobile  Service 
to  permit  that  Service  to  make  more 
effective  use  of  its  extensive  VHF  and 
UHF  allocations. 

The  comment  deadline  on  this  peti¬ 
tion,  designated  RM-49S3,  was  June  13.

Tony  England,  W00RE,  is  about  to 
be  the  second  Radio  Amateur  to  operate 
from  low  earth  orbit. 

England  will  fly  aboard  Shuttle 
flight  51-F,  now  set  for  launch  on  July 
12.  He  is  scheduled  to  operate  using 
the  same  Motorola  two-meter  FM  hand¬ 
held  radio  as  was  used  by  Owen 
Garriott,  W5LFL,  on  his  history-making 
flight  and  Ham  operation  in  late  1983. 
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The  primary  downlink  frequency  is 
145.55  MHz.  The  first  transmissions 
will  be  slow-scan  television,  but, 
after  the  third  day  of  the  mission, 
voice  will  probably  be  the  primary 
mode. 

Astronaut  England  wants  to  work 
Amateur  Stations  which  are  paired  with 
youth  groups,  and  those  clubs  which 
meet  that  requirement  and  other  possi¬ 
ble  guidelines  may  get  a  list  of 
special  unpublished  uplink  frequencies. 
Application  forms,  for  this  purpose  for 
qualified  groups  by  writing  to  ARRL 
Headquarters,  225  Main  Street, 
Newington  CT  06111,  Attention:  Haro-in- 
Space  Mission. 

Now  is  the  time  for  all  good  PIAs 
-  and  anyone  else  interested  in  good  PR 
for  our  hobby  -  to  begin  scratching  out 
some  information  for  your  local  media. 

If  your  local  club  fills  the  bill 
regarding  youth  groups,  this  PR  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  very  important,  but  the  qood 
PR  chance  is  still  there  for  everyone. 

I  realize  that  there  are  a  couple 
of  areas  in  our  state  in  which  some 
folk  in  our  hobby  feel  that  PR  efforts 
will  more  or  less  take  care  of  them¬ 
selves,  but  Wisconsin  is  a  big  state, 
and  those  areas  are  miniscule  within 
the  state.  The  PIAs  job  is  important, 
indeed,  and  no  PR  efforts  are  ever 
wasted ! 

We  have  only  about  8  PIAs,  but 
they  care  enough  about  Amateur  Radio 
and  its  welfare  in  the  eyes  of  an  often 
non-understanding  public  that  they  work 
to  alleviate  misunderstanding  and 
create  good  will  in  its  place. 

Regardless  of  whether  or  not  you 
are  experienced  at  writing,  a  reasonab¬ 
ly  short  -  but  informative  -  news  re¬ 
lease  to  all  your  area  (not  just  local) 
media  regarding  Tony  England's  flight 
will  more  likely  than  not  prove  produc¬ 
tive. 

As  an  example,  I  wrote  a  one-pager 
about  Owen  Garriott's  flight  in  1983. 
The  story  appeared  in  most  of  our  area 
papers  (two  dailies,  a  lot  of  week¬ 
lies),  was  read  on  many  area  radio 
stations,  resulted  in  a  telephone  call 
and  an  interview  from  and  in  the 
Milwaukee  Sentinel,  and  two  on  the  air 
interviews  on  WISC-TV,  channel  3,  in 
Madison,  with  Paul  Gasmans,  WA9PWP. 

The  story  also  was  sent  statewide 
on  the  Associated  Press  newswire.  Not 
bad  for  a  modest  investment  of  a  couple 
hours'  time  and  five  bucks  in  paper, 
envelopes  and  postage,  eh  what? 
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One  possible  headline  for  your 
news  release:  "NASA  TG  SEND  ENGLAND 
INTO  ORBIT".  (Corny,  buj  attention 
getting,  right?)  ji

Remember  the  who,  wh^t,  why,  when 
and  where,  and  try  to  gijye  the  essen¬ 
tial  information  in  the  f;  first  para¬ 
graph.  From  there  on,  you  can  elab¬ 
orate.  Highlight  Tony's  concern  with 
and  regard  for  youth  groups.  Emphasize 
that  this  is  only  the  second  time  an 
Amateur  Radio  Operator  will  have  used 
Amateur  Radio  from  space,  and  that  it 
is  possible  with  NASA's  cooperation. 

Lest  the  public  get  the  idea  that 
space  has  become  a  recreational  jaunt 
for  astronauts,  be  sure  to  point  out 
that  he  will  operate  his  station  only 
during  his  non-work  time. 

You  might  also  point  out  that  Tony 
MAY  be  heard  during  near-overhead  pas¬ 
ses  on  some  (but  not  all)  scanners,  if 
they  are  programmed  to  145.55  MHz 
during  the  flight.  If  Tony  is  sending 
S5TV,  most  people  wouldn't  recognize 
it,  so  point  that  out,  too.  After  day 
three,  hearing  him  on  voice  is  more 
1 i kel y. 

Setting  up  contacts-  in  advance 
isn't  possible  due  to  the  heavy  work 
schedule,  but  the  NASA  Amateur  Radio 
clubs  will  be  helping  distribute  Tony's 
schedule  about  one  orbit  (about  90 
minutes)  in  advance. 

I  thought  about  writing  a  release 
and  running  it  here  for  yob:  use,  but  if 
that's  done,  they  all  lock  the  same, 
which  isn't  desirable  in  my  point  of 
view.  I  think  this  is  done  best  if  you 
grind  out  something  yourself,  in  what¬ 
ever  form  you  feel  is  best. 

Remember  to  double  space  your  news 
releases  and  leave  reasonable  margins  - 
these  allow  room  for  editing. 

Good  luck  with  your  PR  efforts.  If 
you  have  something  published  that  you 
have  written,  or  if  you  see  any  PR  of 
any  kind  for  Amateur  Radio  -  regarding 
the  shuttle  flight  or  anything  else  - 
please  send  me  a  copy.

England,  W0QRE,  will  announce  that  he 
is  turning  on  a  videotape  machine  to 
record  SS-TV  signals  directed  up  to 
Challenger  on  144.910  MHz  ONLY.  This 
will  not  be  an  opportunity  to  exchange 
with  the  shuttle  station,  and  no  asses¬ 
sment  of  signals  received  will  be  made 
until  after  the  mission,  when  the  tape 
will  be  replayed  and  evaluated.

Qn  some  occasions,  when  I  receive 
last-minute  information  which  must  go 
in  the  next  issue,  and  the  deadline  is 
at  hand,  I  send  Ken  the  disk  files  with 
a  modem  at  300  baud.  The  modem  in  use 
here  is  a  Radio  Shack  Modem  IB.,  a 
cheapie,  but  it  works  very  well.  (It's 
no  good  for  two-^ster  Packet,  though, 
--wrong  speed)  We  have  made  several 


file  transfers  this  way,  over  an  18 
mile  long  distance  connection,  and  have 
not  yet  had  a  single  hit  in  the  copy. 

If  it  should  happen  that  you  have 
something  for  Badger  State,  and  you 
also  have  a  computer  and  modem,  I'd  be 
glad  to  take  your  files  that  way;  Ken 
can  also  do  it.  Doing  it  that  way  elim¬ 
inates  the  need  to  'retype  articles., 
and  some  we  get  are  1-o-n-g!
